Another part of the report to hand 
was that domestic and other 
Chinese employees, formerly of 
Shameen, had indirectly signified 
their intention to -return as 
opportunity occurred. 

On inguiry from the best in- 
formed: source in the Colony, it 
was learned by the “China’ Mail” 
this, morning that Shameen's 
‘gates are still closed. Their re- 
opening had not even been dis- 
cussed, nor would such a step be 
contemplated until adequate pro- 
tection was given by the Chinese 
authorities on the spot. Shameen 
was atill, virtually, in a state of 
siege, Nothing had. been done to 
change conditions. 

However, Canton’s “ gates,” 
meaning the right of entry into 
the city, were opened on Saturday.

On Friday morning a party of 
cadets and strikers boarded. two 
junks which arrived the previous 
day with cargo for a grocer at 
Shataukok. On.the pretence that 
they had. reason to suspect that 
the goods had been poisoned, they 
forcibly removed into .Chinese 
territory 30 cases of aerated 
water and a number of the people 
employed in unloading the cargo, 

On Saturday morning, a party 


machine guns,. crossing into Bri- 
tish territory, opened fire on the 
junks, and boarding them, poled 
them into Chinese territory inthe 
direction of. Im Tin. Sergeant 
Knowles, accompanied by two 
constables, gave chase in a .pin- 
nace, and was greetéd with a 
volley from the shore. Occasional 
sniping and more volley firing 
was then indulged in, but. the 


tunately eseaped injury’ Getting 
under cover of the opposite side 
of the Inlet, the pinnace await- 
ed the arrival. of help from 
Hongkong. . 

-H.M.S. Foxglove arrived short- 
ly after 5 p.m.,.and despatched 
two armed parties in boats, Mr. 
E. I, Wynne-Jones: (D.O., North), 
Mr. W. G. Gerrard (A.S.P.) and 
Sergeant Knowles also accom- 
panying the landing party. The 
junks were boarded without any 
untoward happenings, and the 
arméd’ party-decided to remain 
there overnight owing to the im. 
‘possibility of moving them in the 
ebb tide. The Police officials re- 
turned to the Foxglove -and 
reported that about two-thirds of 
the cargo was on board the junka, 
They later returned to their 
station: 

The appearance of the 
had the desired effect, and the 
people on shore desisted from 
further firing, realising that. dis- 
cretion was the better part of 
valour.
